GENERAL J. FRANKLIN 

BELL IS DEAD 

Major Ocnernl J. Franklin Hell, 
commander of Ihe Department of the 
East, died Wednesday night at the 
Presbyterian hospital in New York. 

I lis death was due to heart disease. 
He was taken to the hospital three 
days afro for observation but it wax 
not realized that his condition was 
serious and his death fame as a com- 
plete surprise. General Bell was 
years old. 

General Bell was a West Pointer of 
(ho class 1878 and during his forty 
years in the army hnd many difficult 
us .iirnments. As a lieutennnt he par- 
ticipated in some of the hardest fight- 
ing in the Indian campaigns. 

At the beginning of the Spanish 
Wnr Bell was promoted to the rank 
of Major. He sailed from San Fran- 
cisco for Manila on June 15, 1808 and 
took a prominent part in the Philip- 
pines campaigns. 

When the regular army was reor- 
ganized in 1901, Bell was made a 
Brigadier of the regulars. 

General Bell had served only three 
months as commander of the West- 
ern Department when he was assign- 
ed to take eommnnd of the Seventy- 
seventh National Army Division at 
Camp Upton. He was ordered to 
France in December of thnt year for 
observation and remained abroad 
three months. 

Although General Bell trained the 
Seventy-seventh he was not permit- 
ted to lend it to Prance for the med- 
ical board which examined him 
found his physical condition such 
that he was not fitted for octive ser- 
vice in the field and lie was relieved 
of the command in May of last 
yenr. He remained at Camp Upton 
for some time, however, and then he 
was reappointed to take command 
of the Eastern department. 

Major General Bell was horn in 
Shelby County, Kentucky, where he 
has many relatives living and where 
he had visited occasionally. He 
was widely known and related and 
greatly admired throughout Ken- 
tucky.

Into the ground nt the point of the 
triungle. There they will stny until 
they are perhaps replaced hy more en- 
during und Impressive marks of trib- 
ute. 

But the little crosses of wood are 
not all thnt the people of Norfolk 
placed In the village trlnngle In mem- 
ory of the boys who will not come 
back. Something that will live nnd 
thrive nnd beautify the barren trlnngle 
wns placed there for each boy, nnd It 
Is named for him. For each hero n 
tree was planted, nnd It will nhvnys 
be known as bis tree, by his name: 
and long nfter the grent-gnindchlldren 
of those who now live In Norfolk nre 
dead and gone these trees will still 
stand nnd will he known through ull 
the sunshine nnd storm of the ages hy 
the names they received at the chris- 
tening. They will grow to be full and 
mighty and spread their branches over 
the cross thnt was won on the hnttle 
fields of France — the simple cross of 
honor that every man wins when he 
gives up his life for his country. 

The thought is benutlful. That lit- 
tle triangle In Norfolk will have more 
tries nnd crosses; the boys who died 
In France will live and grow to an nge 
fur beyond the years of the oldest of 
men. How simple this way of com- 
memorating the deeds and the spirit 
of the hoys who go forth to the war 
never to come home ngaln! A little 
cross of wood for the present, a tower- 
lag tree for the future, and the nnme 
of n hero preserved for tin age to come.

LAN0 OF LOST CIVILIZATION 

Abundant Proof Thnt Africa Was at 
Ons Tims Peopled by Races «f 
High Intelligence. 

Evidence* are, multiplying that Af- 
rica contains the secrets of s great 
clTlllsstlon. At present It Is partially 
a savng* land, given over to savage 
animals nnd equally savage men, and 
It Is difficult to conceive that In the 
mists of antiquity this continent was 
peopled by Intelligent communities. 

In the last century a great deal was 
learned about this dark continent, and 
the 8outh African company dlfl much 
to add to our store of knowledge. 

The expedition of this company Into 
Mnshonnlnnl, In apnreh of gold, pass- 
ed the wonderful rnlna of Zlmhnye. 
nearly 200 miles due west of Sofala. 
on the Indian ocean. 

They have been attributed to the 
Moors, the Phoenicians and the Per- 
sians, and It Is said by the old chron- 
iclers that there were Inscriptions, 
which modern nrcheologlsta have set 
out to decipher. 

These structures were reared of 
granite, hewn Into small blocks n lit- 
tle larger than a brick, and put to- 
gether without mortar. In all the 
walls are seen two or three courses 
of mnsonry, where the granite blocks 
are Inserted In zigzag fashion. 

There seems to be no doubt thnt 
they were erected as places of de- 
fense, nnd also for the smelting, stor- 
ing nnd protection of gold, copper and 
other meials. 

On removing a qnnntlty of the sur- 
face rubbish Inside, there wns found 
what was evidently three large circu- 
lar roasting floors, formed of burnt 
fireclay and slightly concave. There 
were also remnlns of slag, and other 
evidences that the place had been used 
for smelting metnls. 

It Is certain that the last thing civ- 
ilized men would expect to find In this 
region, where the natives belong to

ment. are these great rock structures 
betokening the existence of a former 
civilization amid these wilds. 

The natives have not even any tra- 
dition as to the origin of the ruins. 
There are ninny facts proving their 
great antiquity, and among them the 
circumstances thnt at one of the great 
ruins nt Zlmbnye nn Ironwood tree, 
which wns undoubtedly hundreds, of 
years old. had risen through the wall 
nnd spilt It. 



Watch for Tacks In Pie. 

The question as to whether a per- 
son who finds a black tack In a piece 
of blueberry pie Is entitled to recover 
damages from a restaurant company 
for gross negligence In not detecting 
the presence of the tack In the pie, 
has been passed on by the supreme 
court of Massachusetts In Ask vs. 
Child* Dining Hall couiiwin.v, !n which 
the court rul«l for the defendant and 
held that the plaintiff had failed to 
su*tnin the burden of proof in estab- 
lishing either direct or Inferential evi- 
dence of negligence. In pointing out 
the difficulties confronting the defend- 
ant In keeping small black tacks out 
of its blueberry pies, the court said: 

"The tack w as very smnll. It was so 
tiny that It readily might have become 
Imbedded In a blueberry. If so. Its 
color nnd shnpe were such that It 
would naturally escape the most care- 
ful scrutiny. It might as readily have 
stuck Into a blueberry before It came 
to the possession of the defendant as 
afterword. The carelessness of some 
person for whom the defendant In no 
way wns responsible might have 
caused Its presence In the pie. The 
maker of the basket, some previous 
owner of the berry, or some other 
third person, Is as likely to have been 
the direct .cnitse of the tack being In 
the pie as the defendant or those for 
whose conduct It Is liable." 



Beams Made of Redwood. 

Wood Is now rapidly supplanting 
steel beams In Industrial plant con- 
struction, ns may be seen in a large 
pnper pulp mill which Is now being 
erected. Whnf are known as laminat- 
ed w,., Mien trusses are being put in by 
a Chicago construction company hav- 
ing the contract for the mill. The 
largest trusses used are 96 feet long, 
there being six of these, and the ma- 
terial Is a redwood. There are 21 50- 
foot trusses and seven 64-foot trusses. 
Twenty thousand feet of the material 
Is redwood and the remainder south- 
ern pine. The redwood Is uaed In the 
part of the cut work that Is directly 
above the big vats In the mill, this 
wood being considered more adapta- 
ble to stand the action of the steam 
from the vats.

REINSTATEMENT OF SOLDIERS 
AND SAILORS IN CIVIL 
SERVICE 

AuL!cI[iaLing the lime when men 
who left the Federal classified civil 
service to take up arms in defense 
of tli c country would he mustercc' 
out and, therefore, seeking employ- 
ment, the United States Civil Service 
Commission recommended to the 
President that provision be made for 
the reinstatement in the civil ser- 
vice of such men. Accordingly, the 
President issued the following Ex- 
ecutive Order dnted July 18, 1918: 

"A person leaving the classilied 
J civil service to engage in the mili- 
: tary or nnvnl service of the Govern- 
ment during the present war with 
I Germany and who has been honor- 
ably discharged may be reinstated 
in the civil service at any time with- 
in five years after his discharge, 
provided that at the time of rein- 
statement he IMP the required |ta*M 
to perform the duties of the position 
to which reinstatement is sought." 

It will he noted that under the 
terms of the Executive Order, a man 
who was separated from the civil 
establishment to take part in the 
war may he reinstated in a civil po- 
sition within five years after his 
discharge from the military or na- 
val service. It will further he noted 
tli at there is no restriction that i\ 
man must he reinstated in the par- 
ticular position from which he was 
separated. Under the terms of the 
Executive Order, he may be rein- 
stated anywhere in the civil service 
provided that at the time of rein- 
statement he has the required fit- 
ness to perform the duties of the 
position to which reinstatement is 
sought.

Illustrating Hew P.nle Wilt far ■ 
Tlm« Unnerve Even Soldier of

A French lieutenant of artillery, 
Pierre Jsnrirop, who rilnttngtilshert 
himself nt the battle of Verdtm and 
was •nhaeqoently decorated with the 
crolx d> guerre for bravery In rescu- 
ing • comrade nnder fire, told the 
writer of a peculiar caao of fear, 
which ipparently was cowardice. It 
proved to be otherwise. 

"1 have studied psychology; I am 
Interea' In the how • man act under 
fire and I want t' know the rtsion he 
act no," he prefaced. 

"The *hell* hurst here, there, ail- 
where: there wnx plenty of noise. A 
shell bust here (Indicating a near-by 
spot on the floor) and a pollu put his 
hands up and ron away. 'That Is 
fonny,' I sny to me. 

"I ron after hlra. 'What for yon 
ronT* I say. He do not answer. So I 
pull his hands down. His eyes are all 
white. He don' know me; he afraid 
nil over. What you call heem In Enc- 
HshT Ah. yes, te panic. He 'frald, 
yes, but he are not a coward. No, he 
lose hecmself In te noise. He what 
you call In se fonny papers. 'Nobody 
home.'" he lanehed. 

"It la ze notse." Jandrop resumed 
seriously. "He ron away from *e 
noise; not from ze shell, ze bullets. 
No. no." he continued with an ex- 
pressive flip of his hands. One had 
but half a quota of fingers. "I say. 
Tome wlz me, we go back.' We go 
hack. And ze boche. he suddenly stop 
ze shells. No more noise. But he 
commence wlz the machine gun. When 
ze large noise stop, ze man forget to 
be "frald, end he pomp away at ze 
hoche wlz his rifle. He laugh and 
shout 'Pis!' at ze boche. 

Apparently the man was afraid of 
the noise, not of death; for later he 
courted It, Jnndrop said, by exposing

He was 
lifiried alive, dug out, and rushed to 
a hospital, where he remained for 
months, port of the time speechless, 
sightless and deaf from shell shock; 
he sustained three wounds in addi- 
tion.— Eugene L. Harrison in Physicul 
Culture.
